BY OUR MOTORING CORRESPONDENT. 


wrt the potential purchaser of a motor car or commercial 
vehicle most desires to know about the machines which are 
being assembled in the Irish Free State is how they compare with 
the cars and commercials of the same makes which, prior to the in- 
stitution of our Dublin building and finishing factories, were 


imported in a complete state. 


The units assembled in Dublin are constructed from exactly the 
same farts as would be used were they to be imported whole after 
completion in a United States or British or other factory. 


The only difference is thai) the final stages of manufacture— 
the bolting and welding together of the components, the painting 
and glazing and upholstering and polishing—has been carried out 
by Irish workmen, instead of by Americans, Englishmen, French- 


men or Germans.

chain, each worker contributes his little piece to car after car, and 
one chassis is just the same to him as the one which passed along 
three minutes—or maybe three seconds——before. 


In the Dublin factory time is not the master of the worker to 


the same extent. 


The number of cars or commercials in each 


workshop is so small, and the mechanic does so much more work on 
each of them, that he sort of - knows — each of the machines, and 
takes a personal interest in it if he possesses any imagination at all, 
Isthis to the advantage of the purchaser? ; 


It would be foolish nowadays to decry 
the mass produced article. There is an 
elenjént of mass production about eyery 
imported thing that we,eat, touch or wear. 

The most famous car in the world comes 
from the factory where mass production 
was pioncered, where the guiding principle 
of the process seems first to have been 
practically realised—that mass production 
precedes mass consumption and makes it 
possible by reducing costs and thus per- 
mitting both greater use-convenience and 
price-convenience. 

It is true that.if a small fault finds its 
way into a mass produced car the same 
fault may be repeated through a whole 
chain of machines, many of which will be 
already on the road before the fault is 
discovered in the works. It is part of the 


BH science of mass production to make the 


incidence of such faults impossible and the 
mass produced car which was not a good 
car would lose its reputation with mass 
production ‘haste. 

The object of this article is not to boost 
the mass production car, but to explain 
the difference between it and the Dublin- 
built small production car. In achieving 
that end there is no need to descend to 
hyperbole or exaggeration of any sort. 


NOT ACCURATE 


It would save a lot of words to say: 
“ Mass production! Pooh! Of course, mass 

roduction cars must be tinpot and in- 
lanes” That, however, would not be 
accurate. A& 

Mass prodaction must, it is true, precede 
mass consumption, but once mass produc- 
tion has/ started mass demand must be 
assured, and also continuity of that 
demand if the product is to continue to 
be absorbed and the expensive. machinery 
for mass production justified. 

Consequently, a car factory designed for 
mass production cannot afford to risk 
putting on the market machines that are 
imperfect or inferior to the general 
standard of cars of equivalent prye. We 
can accept it, then, as a basic ath that 
all cars to-day are reasonably perfect. 
No exceptions come to mind. 

But, it may be asked, if the mass pro- 
duction ‘car is so satisfactory, how is 3$ 
that a demand remains for cars produced 
in small factories, where the overhead ex- 
penses per car-are necedsaril, very much 
greater, with, the result that the cars,, too, 
are very much higher in prico than mass 
production ‘jobs. © | 


Thirdly, there is the ap?:al of “* per- 
sonality’. in the car from the small 
factory. 

These Free State assembled cars and 
commercials possess the “ hand. made ”’ 
and the “ personal ” quality. The pp“ 
may be standard, and themselves produced 
in mass guantities, but into each car goes 


the interest of the assembling firm— 
Tracy, McCairn, Ashenhurst illiams, 
Summerfield, McEntagart, Poole, or 


whichever it be. 

Each car to them is a car, not a unit 
in a chain of a hundred cars, Each job 
of welding or bolting together or painting 
is a job in itself, worthy of the con- 
centrated attention of the workman con- 
cerned and the undivided supervision of 
the foremen and the managers. 


ACHIEVEMENT 


When they finish a car they can say: 


We made this,” and the anticipated 


pride of achievement stimulates the de- 
sire to build well. If by any chance a 
car came back to have a fault rectified 
they could no longer blame it on the 
factory—the factory far over the sea. 
They h:-> to stand by their workmanship, 
and that results in the elimination of 
careless workmanship. Is this to the 
advantage of the purchaser? Of course, 
it is. 

One of the -results of the assembling of 
cars and commercials in Dublin is that 
the prices are now comparable with those 
charged in England. In some cases they 
are actually below the English prices. 
Here is another advantage to the pur- 


chaser. 

Have the cars assembled in Dublin 
given satisfaction? The question was 
addressed to the proprietor of an 
assembling works. “We have been 


engaged in this job for six months now, 
was his reply, ‘‘ and there has not been a 
single complaint. Not one car has come 
back, even to have a bolt tightened.”’ 

It seems to be the general experience 
that the locally-built vehicle is fully 
satisfactory. There is every reason why it 


should be; for in assembling cars the

The first Irish-built Crossley has just taken 
the road. This chassis was imported and 
assembled by the Irish Free State distributors, 
Messrs. Ashenhurst, Williams, and Co., Ltd.,

The body was designed and constructed in 
collaboration with Messrs. Kellaher and 
Barrington, Ltd., coachbuilders, I'he Coombe,

This particular car was purchased prior to 
completion, but arrangements ar’ being made 
to hasten production for the future.

FIVE HUNDRED A YEAR TO 
BE PRODUCED 


Ten Citroens per week—that is the record 
recently reached by Messrs. McEntagart 
Brothers, Percy place and Duke street, Dub- 
hn, who have been finishing this famous 
make of French car since May, 1933. When 
their new factory for the assembling of 
Standard cars is operating they expect to 
turn out the British cars at the same rate. 

Messrs, McEntagart claim to have been 
the first firm in Dublin to commence im 
porting chassis fitted with incomplete body 
shells when the Government in the early 
part of 1935 intimated that they were deter- 
mined that cars would be assembled in the 
Saorstat, and gave a duty concession to un- 
finished body shells, 

The major portion of the firm’s works at- 
Percy place, which was far too large solely 
for repairs and service, was converted into 
an up-to-date motor factory, with steam- 
heating and drying rooms, automatic oil- 
burning cquipment, cellulose-spraying shop, 
accommodating fourteen cars at one time, 
power-driven sewing machines, etc. 

Up to the present Messrs, McEntagart have 
finished over 320 cars, and are turning them 
out of their factory at the rate of ten per 
week. Every 1934 model Citroen, with the 
exception of twe special models, and all 1935 
model Standards, are finished at the factory. 
Owing to the Government having pro- 
hibited the importation of complete chassis 
fitted with body shells, the comapny then set 
about equipping their factory for complete 
assembly of Standard cars for the Saorstat, 
and they are convinced that within a reason- 
able time they will reach a production of ten 
cars per week, or five hundred per annum. 

Messrs. McEntagart have over fifty agents 
for their cars in the Saorstat, being repre- 
gented in every important town. 


‘he firm of McEntagart Bros. was 
established in November, 1919, being ap- 
pointed sole distributors for Citroen and 


Crossley cars. The owners were Mr. H. P. 
McEntagart, formerly sales manager for the 
Dublin Motor Co., St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin, since 1914. and Mr. J. G. McEntagart, 
for four years with the Dodge Motor UCo., 
Detroit, U.S.A, 

During 1923 the distributorship of Dodge 
cars was obtained in addition to Citroen and 
Crossley. In March, 192/, the firm was 
incorporated as a private limited company, 
with a puid-up capital of £10,000, trading as 
McEntagart Bros., Lid. ‘They acquired at 
that time the largest motor works in the 
Saorstat at Percy place, Dublin, with an area 
of 27,000 square feet, capable of accommodat- 
ing over 400 cars. 

During 1930 the company, in addition, 
acquired the largest showrooms in the Saorstat 
at 22 Duke street. These showrooms accommo- 
date over 50 cars, in addition to extensive 
offices and spare parts department. During 
1930 the company obtained the joint 
distributorship for Standard cars, and during 
1933 was granted the sole distributorship.
